REPORT OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


BOISE DISTRICT 


The Boise District is composed of eighteen charges—ten stations and 
eight circuits. Twelve of our men are Conference men in the active relation 
and the balance are supplies. 

At our last conference, Fairfield, Hill City and Mountain Home were left 
to be supplied. Hayes did not accept the work at Apple Valley nor Dorman 
the work at Glenns Ferry, Weaver was sick in the Hospital and could not 
return to Vale ct., Shoshone was not prepared to properly support Hansen 
and Nyssa was in the same situation regarding Fleming. The appointment 
of Haudenschield to Jordan Valley was purely nominal, so altogether there 
were eight charges needing speedy adjustment. 

By an organized survey the responsibility for Camas County was placed 
upon the Methodists and public sentiment mobilized for a Methodist Com- 
munity Church. With Episcopal sanction Brother A. B. Weaver was released 
from the Vale ct. and placed in charge, as a result Fairfield-Hill City charge 
jumps from $650 and house to $1400 and house in Ministerial support, and 
the membership has more than doubled. Dr. W. M. Crowther was asked to 
serve Mountain Home as supply and said, “I cannot refuse.” After a few 
months of very satisfactory service he suddenly broke in health, went to the 
hospital and soon died. 

Dr. Robert Smylie, a retired member of the N. W. Ia Conference supplied 
the work until Conference. He and Mrs. Smylie have both given very helpful 
ministry to the charge. By negotiation with Supt. White and Bishop Burns, 
Brother Fleming was released from the work at Nyssa and happily placed 
at Blackfoot. Apple Valley was joined with Nyssa and T. R. Clarkson of 
Montana was secured as pastor. He remained three Sundays and then left 
to join his wife in England. Later we secured Rev. L. C. Freeman as Supply 
and he has remained the balance of the year. Brother H. I. Hansen was re- 
leased from appointment to Shoshone and happily placed at Glenns Ferry 
where he has had a good year. Vale and Jordan Valley we have been unable 
to supply. In all of these places we have been seriously hindered by the ad- 
verse economic conditions and it has been usually easier to get men than to 
get the charges to undertake the support of a pastor. By his own request 
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Brother James was relieved from the work at Ontario the first of June to 

_ go upon a little acreage near Meridian. Rev. N. H. Lines was secured to 

a supply Ontario until Conference and Brother James was placed in charge of 

_ our re-opened work at Barber, the lumber-mill suburb of Boise. Geo. H. 

_ Quigley at Immanuel, Boise, and L. H. Jenkins of Richfield-Dietrich charges 

_ asked and were granted two months vacations without pay. 

, The unexpected and untimely death of Brother Cullison, our pastor at 

4 Meridian created a serious vacancy which was partly filled during his illness 

_ by supplies. Recently Rev. C. E. Deal, formerly Field Secretary of Gooding 

| College was secured to finish out the year, and his ministry has been greatly 

appreciated. 

; Brother C. M. Knight has had an unusually good year at Wilder and Home- 

_ dale. Brother Baker has had a splendid year at Caldwell. He has steadily 

_ built up a constructive program, the charge is now on its feet and faces a 

_ new year with courage and enthusiasm. Brother Parker as usual reports a 
fine increase in membership at Nampa, with good progress in the collections 
on the building indebtedness, and a good showing in benevolences as well. 

First Church Boise with Dr. J. A. Glendinning, and the untiring pastoral 

_ labors of Dr. W. W. Van Dusen, a member of this Conference in the retired 

_ relationship. With such a team First Church is well-blessed and happy. An- 
other Special Gift of $5000 to the World Service Program will help to save 
the District and the Conference from a serious shortage in benevolences. 

Brother and Sister Luscombe have had a good year at Kuna. South Side 

Blvd. and Melba are unanimous in their request for the reappointment of 
Brother W. W. Deal. 

Shoshone has had a broken year due to misplaced confidence in the ap- 
pointee. The mistake was discovered in time however to save the charge from 
serious damage. : 

y For four months I have been assisted by a Missionary Evangelist in the 

person of Rev. S. E. Smutz of the Nebraska Conference. About 75 have been 
added to our membership rolls as a result of his efforts. 

' We have organized a local Methodist Community Church with twenty 

_ members at Barber, and eight candidates await baptism. They will be sup- 
plied with a regular pastor for the coming year. 

In Boise a joint Committee has held three meetings for the purpose of an 
intensive study of the situation in the light of the past and future of Method- 
ism. One result is the uniting of Immanuel and Collister. 

The Superintendent assisted in the program of the Epworth League Insti- 
tute of Central Idaho at Ketchum. At this Institute a permanent site for a 

' Methodist Camp Ground was agreed upon and Directors elected, with in- 

- struction to incorporate and obtain a lease from the Government. $300 was 
‘raised for improvements. 

If our men had not “endured as seeing Him who is invisible” many of them 
would have forsaken the field. Almost without exception they have stood 
heroically by the task, proving their faith in “the city that is to come, whose 
builder and maker is God.” aa 

Again I must pay tribute to the Ladies-Aid Societies and similar organ- 
izations on the District who have this year contributed in one form or an- 
other to the budgets of our churches nearly $10,000. Many of our churches 
would be lame indeed without this crutch to lean upon. 

Never have I been more kindly treated than by the ministry and laity of 
the Boise District during the past year.

: We bring you the annual report of the La Grande district with a feeling 
- of uncertainty as to our ability to represent sufficiently the progress of the 
_ past year. When one attempts to represent in writing the activities and the 
_ spirit of the kingdom of heaven he must realize before he begins the impossi-

bility of finishing the task. He knows that the finest and best evidences of 
the power and progress of the kingdom cannot be expressed. We can give 
only material and limited evidence of miraculous spiritual power that saves 
the world from sin and causes the flower of immortality to blossom on the 

rave of buried hopes. 

‘ Improvements oF Church Property—There has been no large amount of 
church building. A number of improvements of churches and parsonages are 
worth noticing. At Wallowa the church building has been treated to a new 
coat of paint. Elgin outgrew the Sunday school accommodations so an ad- 
ditional building was purchased, moved on the church lot and connected with 
the old building. There is now adequate accommodations for the school. 
There is no indebtedness on account of this improvement. : 

Brother Wallis planned and carried through some much needed repairs 
and improvements on the parsonage at Island City. Brothe {cFarland has 
been and is still busy carrying through some improvements at North Powder. 
A cement walk has been laid across the church property. Trees have been set 
out on the lawn. A garage has been built, and the church property is in pro- 
cess of being repapered and repainted inside and outside. Canyon City has 
completely renovated the church building. eee 

However, the outstanding building project on the district is at Cascade. 
Here we believe has been built a structure that is the last word for community 
activities. It is under the auspices and control of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. Save one other denomination thirty miles away is the only church in 
Valley County having a resident pastor. The foundation of the building is 
sixty by ninety feet. The walls are solid concrete and brick. The building 
consists, in addition to a fine auditorium and Sunday school rooms, a commun- 
ity hall, gymnasium, shower baths and dressing rooms, kitchen and dining 
room, library and rest room. The ladies of the church caught the building in- 
spiration and have erected a splendid up-to-date parsonage. This is built in 
harmony with the church of cement and brick. 

Too much credit cannot be given to the pastor, Joseph Pope, for this 
splendid enterprise. The, two properties represent a valuation of $25,000. 
The community is unitedly back of the church movement. 

World Service—At the beginning of the year we held two rallies on the 
district for the purpose of studying the future program of the church. One 
of these was held at La Grande and the other at Fruitland. Ali but one 
of the pastors of the District were present.. Three hundred fifty World 
Service books were purchased and distributed over the district. We are 
not entirely satisfied with the financial returns for World Service. Oc- 
cassionally a church has not felt its share of obligations in winning the world 
for the Kingdom of God. We are sure that part of this is due to the confusion 
caused by the closing of the Centenary period and the beginning of the World 
Service period during the conference year. Cove was the only charge that 
reported its quota in full before conference. 

Evangelism—The period of evangelism, closing at Easter, was generally 
observed throughout the district. Favorable reports have come to us from 
many churches. + 

Epworth League Institute and Camp Meeting—The Institute at Wallowa 
Lake was a decided success. There were ninety-five paid registrations and 
one hundred fifty were present on the grounds. Dean Wallis and manager 
Hershey did their parts in a fine way. Dr. Cottingham and Dr. Jasper gave 
inspiring Sunday school and missionary addresses at the morning hour of 
the camp meeting. The brethern did the preaching at night. We were 
greatly pleased and benefited by Bishop Smith’s presence and addresses on 
Saturday and Sunday. 


_ Gooding Collkege—Gooding College is winning increased favor in this 
district. We look for an ever-increasing number of students for the college 
and more money for its financial needs. on 

Special M ention—There are always special features of church work 
which, because of their success and because they furnish suggestions for 
others, should be mentioned. Brother Keith, who is the tithing secretary for 
ie ee a put on (eae of education and appeal for tithers that has 

ene y successful. early sixty, includi i 
in his church, enrolled ag tithers. : . SNe ome eee 
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) Brother Wallis held an indoor Epworth League Institute that was very 


successful. 

At Payette, Brother and sister Hall have been carrying on with a junior 
church after Sunday school. They have also planned a morning service for 
peocayen period that has kept the attendance to normal during this slack 
period. 

Brother Manning ‘at Huntington has proven an efficient scout master. He 
has a troop of twenty-seven boys, and his work with them alone justifies his 
presence as a pastor in the town. 

Brother Joseph Chester at Baker did a conspicuous piece of work in re- 
ligious education. His classes were popular and well attended. 

The Joseph Epworth League constructed for League purposes a large 
building on the camp ground. 

At eniyee | the social and recreational work of the community church 
were a fine asset to the religious work of the church. Between sixty and 
eighty high school students were in constant attendance at the various re- 
ligious services of the church.

I want to record by sincere appreciation of the cordial and helpful assist- 
ance rendered me by my colleagues. 

We record with joy the fact the death angel has invaded no parsonage 
home on our district {this year. 

This district is the home of Gooding College so near and dear to the heart 
of every conference member. Though only six years old its work is accredited 
by the State Board of Education and by the best universities of the land, in- 
cluding Harvard, John Hopkins and California. All it asks from each of our 
charges is as many dollars as it has members, and the men of our district are 
breaking all previous records this year, both in the amounts gladly given 
and in the number of students. 


CHARGES 
Aberdeen—Samuel Allison is finishing his third and best year. Sunday- 


, school and Epworth League are among the best in the District, the latter 


taking the banner at our Institute. 

Ashton—B. F. Meredith has enjoyed a pleasant and a prosperous year. 
Early in the year Evangelist Loose was engaged to assist in special meetings. 
Some said, “It can’t be done!” The pastor replied, “It shall be done!” and 
it was done. About seventy new members were added to the church and sub- 
stantial financial strength was afforded. 

American Falis—C. C. Brown was forced to supplement his salary by 
teaching. «About the holidays he was taken with an acute attack of appende- 
citis and for several days his life was in the balances. Prayers in his behalf 
were answered and he was able to resume his duties. Early this summer he 
was released from his work and Brother Allison of Aberdeen has been supply- 
ing. As the town is to be moved to make place for the great dam now in 
process of construction the plan is to salvage the old buildings and erect both 
2 new church and parsonage. f i 

Blackfoot—B. G. Hankins was appointed to this charge last year but 
soon after Conference chose to return to his old conference in Iowa. 
Fleming was taken from Nyssa to this charge. f ; 

Buhl—C. E. Helman is the oldest man in Inter-Mountain Conference 
from, the standpoint of years of service. He is finishing his third year here. 
The basement of the new church has been roofed in and made into one of the 
most attractive auditoriums in the conference. A complete kitchen equip- 
ment has been installed, the interior of the basement ceiled and plastered and 
beautifully decorated. The last of the old debt has been paid and a substan- 
tial sum raised toward the proposed superstructure. The entire church is 
alive with a wide-awake brotherhood, Boy Scouts and Campfire Girls. The 
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Ladies Aid earned $1177 and the W. F. M. S. raised $111, while $261 has been 
paid on the World Service program. 

Burley and Albion—Olney Kendall, pastor. A $10,000 debt was reduced. 
This year something like $2,400 has been paid on interest and principal. The 
salary has been advanced from $1500 to $2000 and parsonage. There has been 
a seven-day program put on. : 

For the current year Albion and Burley must be linked, but a permanent 
pastor must be secured for the future. } 

Castleford—Under the leadership of H. Fryer. In February Miss Mary 
McKee assisted in revival services. Seventy new members have been added 
to the membership. 

Downey and McCammon—Early in the year Brother Fred Nihart, a local 
preacher of Buhl was drafted for this work, and his appointment has been ap- 
parently a helpful solution to the local problem. 

Filer—J. D. Gillilan was appointed to this charge, but before taking up 
his residence was compelled to submit to a major operation. For weeks his 
life was despaired of. Only God knows the record of prayers offered for his 
recovery and today he enjoys the best of health. 

Gooding—H. G. McCallister, the genial host of the conference has raised 
$7,500 in actual cash. This with the $750 from the Board of Home Missions 
and Church extension has enabled them to “carry on” to date without a dollar 
of incurred debt. The District ‘Superintendent assisted by the pastor and 
C. E. Deal conducted the ritualistic services and the Masonic body aided in 
their good offices in laying the corner stone. ¢ 

Idaho Falls—Horace Turner of Montana came to us. He has proven 
himself the man for the situation. $500 was received from the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension, and the current debt of $3,660 was 
eliminated. There were 57 baptisms. 

Jerome—W. A. Winters has been tireless in his work. The membership 
is small, but no finer can be found. Their Ladies’ Aid raised over $800. Wen- 
dell and Jerome have been temporarily joined. Dr. Winters’ reports having 
made about 2,500 calls on the people. 

Kimberly—C. D. Fletcher, pastor. The salary was advanced from $700 
to $1,400 so that the full time of the pastor might be had. Results show the 
wisdom and economy of this step. Evangelist Loose and wife assisted in 
special revival meetings in the winter and great success followed. 

_ Mackay—John B. Sutton, pastor. Mackay presents a real problem which 
with our new plan for the coming year may prove a success. 

Hansen—Tom Blodgett of Mountain Home was secured. Previously the 
church had raised about $500 for pastoral support. This year we report $2,500 
for that ‘purpose and a $7,000 parsonage. In March he endured a siege of 
pneumonia. Recovery seemed impossible, and it took fourteen weeks to nurse 
him back to health. There were 104 members added to the church and 34 bap- 
tized, and more than 200 received the communion. 

Murtaugh and Golden Valley—V. R. Bell, superintendent of the public 
schools at Murtaugh has been looking after this work for the past four years; 
but in July he returned to Nebraska and Mrs. Rose Kendall completed the 
work of the conference year. 

Pocatello—Harry Hamilton, pastor here for twelve years. He preaches 
to ee and ce igoenwee congregations.

CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS ENDOWMENT COMMISSION 


| Money invested in first class mortgage securities is two thousand dollars. 
One-half of this is an annuity on which we are paying interest at the rate 
of five and one-half per cent during the life time of the annuent. The entire 
loan bears interest at the rate of seven per cent. 
Three months ago we received another annuity of five hundred dollars on 
which we are to pay interest at the rate of six and one-half per cent during 
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the life-time of the annuent. This sum plus one hundred and nine dollars ” 
and seventeen cents, is loaned five hundred and seventy at the rate of eight 
per cent and the remaining thirty-nine and seventeen cents is in the Savings 
Department of the First National Bank of Idaho. j 

The increase in the funds of the commission over a year ago 1s five 
hundred and fifteen dollars and sixty-eight cents. 3 ‘ 

The net proceeds of our funds is less than usual this year, owing to the 
change in the interest dates brought about by the reloaning of the larger 
part of our money. Accordingly, this year we are able to pay to the Con- 
ference Stewards only fifty-three dollars and forty-three cents. 

After careful study of the entire situation, we are convinced that one of 
the great needs of this Conference is a greatly enlarged permanent fund. 
We are equally clear in the opinion that in view of the urgent needs of other 
claims the time is not yet ripe to place an agent in the field in the interest 
of this fund. : fad f 

We request the secretary-treasurer of this Commission, to write to each 
pastor, sending him literature, for distribution on his charge, and we urge 
each minister to interest himself and his people in materially adding to the 
endowment fund of the Conference in all practical ways.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMISSION 


This commission having the responsibility assigned to it by the annual 
conference of bringing forth a report on District Superintendents support 
submit the following: 

We find upon investigation of the statistical tables of the conference for 
this year that the amount of cash salary of pastors exclusive of house rent 
amounted to $70,853.00. At the per cent of pro rating fixed last year for 
District Superintendents support this should yield $7,085.00 an amount far 
too small to meet expenses incident to the office and furnish an adequate 
support for three superintendents. 

If, however, this year there is to be two districts in place of three and 
the per cent is to be retained just the same as last year the estimated return 
should be $3,542.00 for each of the two superintendents of the conference. 
If fixed at 8 per cent it should yield $2,834.00 each, at 9 per cent $3,188.00. 

The commission is aware that 10 per cent as heretofore would still place 
the salaries of our superintendents below many of the superintendents in 
Methodism, yet in view of the low average salaries of the pastors of the 
conference and the urgent demand upon the part of our churches for some 
relief in pro-rated expense your committee report to you an estimate of 9 
per cent of the cash salaries to be received this year by the pastors as the 
amount to be estimated for superintendents support for the year.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 


The Methodist Episcopal Church has taken its stand against war. Through 
its General Conference it has declared its determination to outlaw the whole 
war system. War is not only the chief collective sin, its continuance means 
the destruction of national life and the “suicide of civilization.” We are, 
therefore, actuated not only by the Christian but also the patriotic impulse 
when we here pledge ourselves to put forth our utmost endeavor to the end 
that war may be abolished. 

We deplore the designation of September 12 as Defense Day and are op- 
posed to the program as outlined by the War Department. This proposed 
display of our superior national resources has already aroused the suspicion 
of other nations. Japan has recognized it as a military gesture and has re- 
sponded by designating a recruiting day. 

At this time, when we are at peace with all nations, we deem this pro- 
cedure of the War Department most unfortunate. It is evident that the 
peoples of the world are desirous of trying some other means of maintaining 
international peace than that of competitive armaments. Fifty-four nations 
are members of the League of Nations. Forty-eight adhere to the World 
Court. There is an ever deepening interest in Senator Borah’s proposal 
for the outlawry of war. 

The change of leadership in some of the European nations and the ac- 
ceptance of the Dawes’ plan for the settlement of the reparations question 
has brought the dawn of a new day of peace to Hurope. 

It would be much more in harmony with the historic spirit and policy 
of the United States to celebrate the retirement of General Pershing by 
a national expression of thanksgiving to God for the return of peace; and: 
there would likely be more general and enthusiastic observance of the 
twelfth of September if there should be launched on that day an educational 
program which would ultimately, in the estimate of all peoples, place war in 
the same category with dueling and piracy. 

We recommend for pastors and people a careful study of the General 
Conference resolution on war and urge them to carry out the educational 
program suggested.

We urge that persistent efforts be made to induce the boys and girls inf 
our Sunday Schools to also attend the regular preaching services, in order 
that the pastor, as well as their Sunday School teacher, may have a part in 
their religious instruction.

HOMER E. CULLISON 


The Rev. Homer E. Cullison, son of the Rev. R. M. Cullison and his wife, 

Eleanor, was born in Green County, Indiana, December 6th, 1870. He came 
with his parents to Kansas in 1883 and, as a young man, obtained his Bache- 
lor s Degree from Baker University in 1892. One year later he entered the 
Ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church and, after preaching a few years 
enrolled at Garrett Biblical Institute receiving from it the Degree of Bachelor 
of Divinity in 1902. 
His first marriage, to Miss Eva Sanders in 1896, was broken by her un- 
timely death in 1903, and he was left alone. On April eleventh, 1906 he 
married Miss Mary Ott, who is the mother of his only son, Charles, now 
fifteen years of age. 

He came to Idaho in 1908, transferring from the Kansas Conference to 


. _ the Idaho Conference, of which up until the time of his death he was a faith- 


ful and efficient member, serving upon many of its important Boards and 
Committees. Mr. Cullison was a fine grained Christian gentleman, always 
courteous, and remarkably free from passion or prejudice. On this account 
he was a brother beloved and will be seriously missed from the counsels and 
labors of our Conference. He died calmly, full of Faith, and his passing 
was a benediction as well as a sorrow to those who were near him. 

He died as a result of organic trouble for which there seemed to be no 
--remedy, at a Boise hospital, Wednesday morning, June 18th, 1924, aged 53 
years, six months and 12 days. 

In this Conference he served the following charges: Emmett, Twin Falls, 
Weiser, Union, Burley, Blackfoot, Enterprise and Meridian. 

He is survived by his wife Mary, his son Charles, his father and mother 
and two brothers, O. L. and R. E., residing at Iola, Kansas, and two sisters, 
Mrs. Cora Hibbard of Wichita, and Mrs. Ethel Lilijigren of Pittsburg, Cal- 
ifornia.

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CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER 


I. The Conference shall meet at 8:30 o’clock a. m. and adjourn at 12:00 
m. Devotional services shall be held during the first thirty minutes. 

II. All standing Committees shall be nominated by a committee on Stand- 
ing Committees, and elected by the conference, and the list for the next ses- 
sion of the Conference shall be printed in the Journal of the Conference 
electing them. The President shall appoint all other committees unless 
their names are included in the motion to raise the committee, or the mover 
consents to have the Committee otherwise constituted. The first named on 
any committee shall be the temporary chairman of that committee until the 
committee is regularly organized. 

III. The Auditing Committee shall consist of three persons, whose duty 
it shall be to audit the reports of the Statistical Secretary, the Treasurer, the 
Stewards, the Trustees, Board of Trustees of Gooding College, and the Dis- 
trict Superintendents; and all others acting as Treasurer of any conference 
funds. 

IV. All resolutions and memorials shall be typewritten. Any motion must 
be reduced to writing if the president or secretary requests it. 

No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Conference 
without leave, unless compelled to do so by sickness or some other lawful 
reason. 

VI. A member shall be denied the right to vote on a question if outside the 
bar at the time the vote is taken. : 

VII. Each member within the bar at the time of putting a question shall 
vote unless excused by the Conference. 

VIII. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of the pro- 
ceedings of the business sessions which when approved by the Conference 
and signed by the President and Secretary shall become the official record of 
the Conference. His staff shall have authority to. edit all reports of Boards 
and Committees, said reports to be submitted ;to him in double spaced type- 
written form only. He shall have charge of the papers of the Conference and 
shall not permit any individual to have possession of the Conference papers 
in the interim of the Conference Sessions, except by permission of the Con- 
ference. All documents and papers of the Conference shall be forwarded to 
the place of the Conference session. 

IX. No man shall be received on trial into the Conference who is over 35 
years of age, and no one shall be received into full relation in the Conference 
who is over 87 years of age. 

X. The Idaho Conference will not recognize credentials from churches 
that are not affiliated with the “Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America.” ane: 

XI, The standing rules of this Conference shall not be amended, altered 
or suspended except by two-thirds vote of those present and voting. 

XII. The Rules of Order adopted by the last General Conference shall be 
authority on all questions not referred to or fully treated in the above rules. 

XIII. It shall be the duty of the President to see that these rules are ob- 
served, but it may be the privelege of any member to call his attention to the 
fact that the rules are being violated. 

XIV. (Paragraph 623, 4 Discipline 1920) “When a Preacher in full con- 
nection fails to be advanced in his conference course of study for a given 
year, said year shall not be counted as a year of effective service unless he is 
in attendance upon a standard school or is excused by a two-thirds vote of 
this conference upon the recommendation of the Board of Examiners.”
